AUSTIN, 
March 31.-</P)—The 
senate today adopted unanimously 
a resolution calling for a joint 
legislative investigation of "charg- 
es and counter charges" In the 
A. and M. controversy to be con- 
ducted by a committee of five sen- 
ate and five house members. 
With tears In his eyes and a sob- 
bing voice, Sen. George Moffett of 
Chllllcothe, an ex-student of Texas 
A. and M. college pleaded for his 
resolution In what he said was "tho 
Interests of the good name of this 
institution." 
Ex-Student Membership Urged. 
"I hold no brief either for the 
students or the faculty," 
Moffett 
said. "My only Interest Is In clear- 
Ing the good name of that Institu- 
tion from all the adverse publicity 
it has been receiving." 
He said he sincerely believed an 
ex-student of A. and M. should be 
on the investigating committee, de- 
claring that only a student or ex- 
student could understand the spirit 
and emotions that existed on the 
Aggie campus.

While general in its application 
to any dispute involving the pub- 
lic health, safety or Interest, Hart- 
ley's bill is designed primarily to 
cover the telephone case.

Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich) pro- 
posed today to give the United Na- 
tions a veto power over proposed 
American aid to G.-eece and Tur- 
key. 
At hearings by the, senate foreign 
relations commlttc' on leflslatlon 
to authorize $400,000,000 of aid, he 
suggested writing In an

ment under which President Tru- 
man would be required to halt the 
aid when and if the United Nations 
directed him to. 


Amendment Proponed 


His suggested amendment reads:

withdraw any or all aid authorized 
herein under any of the following 
circumstances: 
"(1) If required by any govern- 


ment of Greece or Turkey repres- 
enting a majority of the people of 
cither such nation;

If requested by a procedur- 
al vote In the security council or 
a majority vote In the general as- 
sembly of the United Nations; 


"(3) 
If the president finds that

PARENTS, GUARDIANS 
URGED TO REGISTER 
SCHOOL-AGE CHILDREN 


The following statement relative 
to the school census enumeration 
for the ensuing school session was 
wade by W. H. Norwood, superin- 
tendent, requesting that parents 
and guardians see that all stu- 
dents within the scholastic age 
limits are enumerated: 
• 
"The Corslcana board of educa- 
tion has elected Sanford Btngham 
census trustee for the Corslcana 
Independent School District No. 1 
for the year 1047-48. The enum- 
eration of all school children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 18 In the 
Corslcana Independent school dis- 
trict, which coincides with the city 
limits of the city of Corslcana, will 
be made during ths month of 
March. 


"On the basis of this enumera- 
tion, the state appropriation of 
$36 will be given the school dis- 
trict with which to carry on next 
year's work. 
The school enum- 
eration this past year was 3,050 
with 460 transfers, making a net 
total of 3.510 students for which 
this appropriation was paid this 
year. This provided an Income in 
excess of $122.000, which is the 
largest single item of income for 
the operation of Corslcana schools. 


"It Is the desire of the board of 
education to have every child of 
proper age who is a resident of 
the city of Corslcana, listed in the 
enumeration. 
This 
enumeration 
has no connection with the state 
compulsory attendance 
law. 
"Each year it has been found 
that in four ways some children 
have been Inadvertently omitted 
from tha roll, and, as has been 
previously requested, It Is hoped 
that omission coming under 
th<!

ed to the superintendent's office: 
"1. Those who may have been 
out of the city during the census 
taking.
